It is notevery 
business man who is capable of en- 
tering a strange office and following 
every item entered on the books 
through the maze of figures, and see 
that the correct entries are made 
everywhere, and the proper amount 
paid into the treasury.

is worth. It cost the county about a 
thousand dollars for the Constable and 
Justice fees in cases that never came 
to trial. The Constable would gather 
up a poor Vagrant or tramp and bring 
bim up before the Justice, who finding 
him guilty of no crime and with no 
prospect of his committing any, would 
exact a promise that he would leave 
town and turn him loose. This little 
yperation costs the county $5.10 per 
head, of which §2.40 goes to the 
Justice and $2.70 to the Constable. 
This is the minimum, and it is often 
raised a dollar or two bya pone- 
ment or rearraignment. e don’t 
recommend that the officers be less 
vigilant or that vagrants be given the 
freedom of the town, but we do think 
nse too heavy. There 
is no risk involved in such arrests and 
out little time and labor expended, 
and it ia our opinion that these officers 
are overpaid. We doubt the right of 
the Justice to charge for a motion 
every time his court performs an act 
in the trial of a tramp or vagarant.
